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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Rule 1.132 affidavit is not commensurate in 
scope with the pending claims. First, not enough species are compared to establish statistically significant homogeneity. Only, Example 2 
appears statistically significant. Second, it is not clear how enhancing the homogeneous characteristics of the formulation provides 
unexpected results in compare to the prior art forumlation. Finally, the issue of propylene glycol as an essential element of the prior art 
composition have been previously addressed in Paper No. 16 ad 22. 
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
